I think we all agree that it was an unfor- 
tunate act. Think of it; twenty-three 
of constantly falling prices. Our 70,000,000' 
people or to be the happiest people on 
earth.

1835 than she did in the previous 500 years. 
President Diaz and his counselors say: 
“We do not want to see the United States 
go to free coinage, because we could not 
advance as we'are doing now.” 

I don’t care who it is that says that free 
coinage of silver will drive out gold. To 
him I say that such a person denies history. 
(Cheers.) They say that if you go to free 
coinage you go to a 50c dollar. want to 
see a 50c dollar. The Mexican dollar is not 
a 50c dollar. It is a 100c dollar. When the 
Mexican dollar reaches the United States it 
ts worth but 50c because it is mye silver 
bullion.

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THE NOVEL DEFENSE ERECTED 
BY INSURGENTS. 


CAUSED A | SPANISH  ROUT., 


Bullets of the Royalists Were Flat- 
tened and ‘Then the Cubans 


Charged. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—Cuban insurgents 
under Gen. Jore Maria Aguirre, and Spanish 
troops under Col. Albergaiti and Lieut.-Col. 
Tejiso, fought an important battle near Mo- 
ralitos, in the Province ef Havana, August 
20. Upward of'6,000 men were engaged, and 
the Spaniards were defeated with heavy 
loss of arms, ammunition and men. Lieut.- 
Col. Tejiso was killed. 

The victory of the rebels is the greatest 
they have gained since Gen. Calixto Garcia, 


who went to Cuba on the steamship Bermu- 
da, defeated a large body of Government 
troops at the River Cauto, near Manzanillo. 
In that engagement 200 Spaniards were 
killed. In the latest engagement it is esti- 
mated that the loss was 200 

News of the battle was brought to Presi- 
dent Tomas Estrada Palma, of the Cuban 
Junta, yesterday, by Capt. Manuel Fuentes. 
Capt. Fuentes refused to say how he made 
his way to the United States. He went to 
Cuba on the steamship Laurada several 
months ago with Gen. Juan Ruse, and since 
that time has been with Gen. Maximo Go- 
mez and Salvador Cesneros, the President of 
the new Cuban Republic. 

Capt. Fuentes said Gen. irre moved 
into the Province of Havana from the out- 

osts of Maceo’s main station in Pinar del 

io, at the head of 2,700 soldiers. He was 
expected to establish a stronghold near Mo- 
ralitos. With this to gge in view, he blew 
up the railroads eo the line of march 
and carried the steel Is with him on wag- 
ons drawn by oxen. Five miles from the 
city heavy posts were driven into the 

round and the rails nailed to them. A 
barricade four feet high and a quarter of a 
mile long was thus formed. To deceive the 
enemy thick brush was placed in front of 
the defense, giving it the appearance of a 
wooded fort. ‘ 

Major Juan Rodriguez was then sent 
toward Moralitos with a small force to make 
a demonstration. Col. Albergaiti and Lieut.- 
Col. Tejiso went out of the city with 4,000 
Spaniards to meet Rodriguez. The latter 
fired a few shots and retreated behind the 
fort. The Government troops pursued, but 
within a few rods of the steel rails they re- 
ceived a rain of bullets which swept down 
the vanguard. Tejiso and two of his Majors 
fell dead. The idiers rallied and fired 
thousands of bulléts against the rails, where 
they flattened. After several hours of 
fighting the Spaniards fled. They were then 
made the victims of a machete charge. The 
rebels followed for two miles, not a:iowing 
the enemy to pick up their wounded and 
capturing a train of ammunition. Their 
dead, Capt. Fuentes said, numbered 285. 

Gen. Aguirre strengthened his fort and 
still occupies it. His loss was small. 


Philippine Islands Revolt. 


MADRID, Sept. 1.—The Spanish warship 
Isla-de-Cuba has been ordered to proceed 
to the Phillippine Islands immediately. 

A dispatch received here from Manilla, 
capital of the Phillippine Islands, says that 
a force of 3,000 insurgents, which recently 
attacked the Spanish vanguard, has been 
repulsed with a loss of sixty killed and many 
wounded. The troops also captured several 
prisoners.

ISHMEN ARE 
STULL AT OUTS 
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WARRING FACTIONS TRY TO 
UNITE AT DUBLIN. 


A NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


Delegates’ Plan for Peace Is Stubborn- 
. ly Opposed by M.. J. Ryan 
of Philadelphia. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 1.—The first session of the 
Irish National Convention opened at noon 
to-day in Leinster Hall, which was well fill- 
ed with delegates, among whom were sever- 
al ladies. It was estimated that the Irish 
race throughout the world was represented 
here to-day by from 600 to 700 delegates, 
and it was hoped that at least 1,000 more 
delegates would arrive during the day. They 
came from Ireland and Great Britain as a 
rule, but the United States, Canada, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa are also represent- 


ed. 

Leinsfér Hall was appropriately deco- 
rated for the occasion and patriotic senti- 
ments expressed by deceased statesmen of 
Ireland, the late Charles Stéwart Parnell in- 
cluded, were hung upon the walls inside of 
the building. ; _ 

Mr. John Dillon, M. P., Chairman of the 
Irish Parliamentary party, previous to the 
opening of the convention expressed the 
opinion that its success was already as- 
sured and that _ attendance would be 
twice’as great as they had dared to hope 
for. He said that the delegates present 
represented four-fifths of the Irish Na- 
tionalists, and that there was a good num- 
ber of Parnellites present, in spite of the 
opposition of the leaders of the latter party 
to the convention. 

The feeling among the foretgn delegation 
was that all sections should unite and that 


nothing should be left undone to accom- 
plish this end. With this object in view a 
meeting of forty foreign delegates took 
place last night, thirty-five of them being 
from the United States or Canada, at 
which it was proposed to appoint a com- 
mittee of seven foreign delegates to per- 
sonaliy interview Messrs. Redmond, Healy 
and Dillon, with the object of inducing all 
factions to support one leader, and.as an 
alternative it was suggested that all dona- 
tions from foreign sources should be stopped 
m case the warring factions failed to come 
to an understanding. 

The resolution, however, was stubbornly 
opposed by Mr. M. J. Ryan of Philadelphia, 
who insisted that all action should be post- 
poned until to-night. After a heated dis- 
cussion, lasting two hours, the meeting dis- 
persed without having accomplished any- 
thing except, it was feared, to sow seeds of 
discord which may grow further during the 
convention, 

The convention was called to order 
promptly at noon by Mr. Justin McCarthy, 
M. P., who nominated the Most Rev. Patrick 
O’Donnell* D. D., Bishop of Raphoe, for 
permanent Chairman. The Bishop was 
unanimously elected, as arranged last week, 
amid the wildest applause. Bishop O’ Don- 
nell then read a message from the Pope in 
which the pontiff prayed that the Irish lead- 
ers might end their dissensions. 

The Chairman then specially welcomed 
the delegates from the United States and 
Canada and delivered an address, pleading 
for unity.

TURKS AND BULGARIANS. 


Serious Conflicts Between Them on the 
Frontier. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sept. 1.—Serious con- 
flicts took place on Aug. 27 on the Turkish- 
Bulgarian frontier, near the villages of Ada- 
rashittza and Kazlik.

We declare that the act of 1873, demonetizing silver without the knowledge 
or approval of the American people, has resulted in the appreciation of gold 
and a corresponding fall in the prices of commodities produced by the people; 
a heavy increase in the burden of taxation and of all debts, public and private; 
the enrichment of the money-lending class at home and abroad; prostration of 
industry and impoverishment of the people. 


| We are unalterably opposed to monometallism, which has locked fast the 
prosperity of an industrious people in the paralysis of hard times. Gold mon- 
ometallism is a British policy, and its adoption has brought other nations into 
financial servitude to London. It is notonly un-American, but anti-American, 
and it can be fastened on the United States only by the stifling of that spirit 
and love of liberty which proclaimed our political independence in 1776 ands 
won it in the War of the Revolution. 


We demand the free and unlimited coinage of both silver and gold at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for'the aid or consent of any 
other nation. We demand that the standard silver dollar shall be a full legal 
tender, equally with gold, fur all debts, public and private, and we favor such 


/ 


legislation as will prevent for the future the demonetization of any kind of. 


legal-tender money by private contract. ‘ 


We are opposed to the policy and practice of surrendering to the holders 
of the obligations of the United States the option reserved Dy law to the 
Government of redeeming such obligations in either silver coin or gold coin. 

We are opposed to the issuing of interest-bearing ‘borids of the United 
States in time of peace, and condemn the trafficking with banking syndi- 
cates which, in exchange for bonds and at an enormous profit to themselves, 
supply ‘the Federal Treasury with gold to maintain the policy of gold, mono- 
metallism. 


Congress alone has the power to coin and issue money, and President 
Jackson declared that this power could not be delegated to corporations or 
individuals. We, fore, denounce the issuance of notes intended to cir- 
culate as money by hational banks as in derogation of the Constitution, and 
we demand that all paper which is made a legal tender for public and private 
debts or which is receivable for dues to the United States shall be issued by 
the Government of the United States and shall be redeemable in coin. 


We hold that tariff duties should be levied for purposes of revenue, 
such duties to be so adjusted as to operate equally throughout the country 
and not discriminate between class or section, and that taxation should be 
limited by the needs of the government honestly and economically admin- 
istered. We denounce as disturbing to business the Republican threat to 
restore the McKinley law, which has twice been condemned by thé people in 
national elections, and which, enacted under the false plea of protection to 
home industry, proved a prolific breeder of trusts and monopolies, enriched 
the few at the expense of the many, restricted trade and deprived the pro- 
ducers of the great American staples of access to their natural markets. 

Until the money question is settled we are opposed to any agitation for 
further changes in our tariff laws, except such as are necessary to meet 
the deficit in revenue caused by the adverse decision of the Supreme Court 
on the income tax. But for this decisionsby the Supreme Court there would 


be no deficit in the revenue under the law passed by a Democratic Congress, . 


in strict pursuance of the uniform. decisions of that court for nearly one hun- 
dred years, that court having, in that decision, sustained constitutional objec- 


tions to its enactment, which had previously been overruled by the ablest. 


judges who ever sat on that bench. We declare that it is the duty of 
Congress to use all the constitutional power which remains after that de- 
cision, or which may come from its reversal by the court as it may hereafter 
be constituted, so that the burdens of taxation may be equally and impar- 
tially laid to the end that wealth may bear its due proportion of the expenses 
of the Government. a 


We hold that the most efficient way of protecting American labor ig to pre- 
vent the importation of foreign pauper labor to compete with it in the home 
market and that the value of the home market to our American farmers.and 
artisans is greatly reduced by a vicious monetary system which depresses the 
prices of their products below the cost of production, and thus deprives them 
of the means of purchasing the products of our home manufactories; and as 
labor creates the wealth of the country, we demand the passage of such laws 
as may be necessary to protect it in all its rights. 

We are in favor of the abitration of differences between employers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce and their employes, and recommend such legis- 
lation as is necessary to carry out this principle. 

The absorption of wealth by the few, the consolidation of our leading rail- 
road systems and the formation of trusts and pools require a stricter control 
by the Federal Government of those arteries of commerce. We demand the 
enlargement of the powers of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
such restrictions and guarantees in the control of railroads as will protect the 
people from robbery and oppression. ; 

We denounce the profligate waste of the money wrung from the people by 
oppressive taxation and the lavish appropriations of recent Republican Con- 
gresses which have kept taxes high while the labor that pays them is unem- 
ployed, and the products of the people's toll are depressed in price till they 
no longer repay the cost of production. We demand a return to that sim- 
plicity and economy which befits a Democratic Government and a reduction 
in the number of useless offices, the salaries of whieh drain the substance of 
the people. 

We denounce arbitrary interference by Federal authorities in local affairs 
as a violation of the Constitution of the United States and a crime against 
free institutions, and we especially object to government by injunction as a 
new and highly dangerous form of oppression by which Federal Judges, in 
contempt of the laws’ of the States and the rights of citizens, become at once 
legislators, judges and executioners; and we approve the bill passed at the 
last session of the United States Senate and now pending in the House of 
Representatives relative to contempts in Federal courts and providing for 
trials by jury in certain cases of contempt. 

No discrimination should be indulged by the Government of the United 
States in favor of any of its debtors. We approve of- the refusal of the 
Fifty-third Congress to pass the Pacific Railroad Funding bill, and denounce 
the effort of the present Republican Congress to epact a similar measure. 

Recognizing the just claims of deserving Union soldiers, we heartily in- 
dorse the rule of the present Commissioner of Pensions that no names shall 
be arbitrarily dropped from the pension roll, and the fact of. enlistment and 
service should be deemed conclusive evidence against disease or disability 
before enlistment. | “ 

We favor the admission of the Territories of New Mexico, Arizona and 
Oklahoma into the Union as States, and we favor the early ad- 
mission of all. the Territories having the necessary population 
and resources to entitle them to Statehood, and while they 
remain Territories we hold that the officials appointed to ad- 
minister the government of any Territory together. with the 
District of Columbia and Alaska, should be bona fide residents of the Terri-

RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


A Postal Experiment Made Possible 
by the Bicycle. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Shortly after 
the return this week of First Assistant 


Postmaster-General Jones from his vaca- 
tion Superintendent of Free Delivery Ma- 
chen will submit a detailed plan for rura: 
free delivery. An item of $50,000 was car- 
ried in the last postal appropriation bill 
for this purpose. It was a hobby with 
former Postmaster-General Wanamaker, 
but the extraordinary expense which would 
have attended its general application* pre- 
vented favorable considetfation by Con- 
gress. 

Since Mr. Wanamaker formulated his 
ideas the wonderful extension of trolley 
lines and the general adoption of the bi- 
cycle have materially changed the situa- 
tion. To test the plan of free rural delivery 
certain covnties will be selected in a num- 
ber -of States. These counties will have for 
postal centers cities or large towns, and 
the smaller outlying postoffices will be 
treated practically as branches or stations 
of the central office. The bicycle will un- 
doubtedly be the main factor relied on 
to make the experiment a success. 

The postal officials are confident that 
within,the next five years bicycle riders will 
obtain a large percentage of star route con- 
tracts. The advantage of speed and cheap- 
ness over the use of horses will enable the 
Department to save hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on star route contracts and at 
the same time improve the service.

The Corn Crop Is Being Rapidly Gath- 
ered In. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 1.—The crop bul- 
letin issued by the Missouri Section, Climate 
and Crop Service, Weather Bureau, for the 
week ending Saturday, Aug. 29, says: 

The past week has been quite cool, the 
temperature averaging about 4 degrees be- 
low the normal in all sections of the State. 

Moderately heavy rains occurred in a few 
localities in the southern and western sec- 
tions,-but over the greater part of the State 
there was practically none, and in some of 
the central and southern counties rain is 
badly needed. 

Corn cutting has progressed rapidly in the 
central and southern and has commenced 


in the northern sections. In some of the 
Jouthern counties the work is about com- 
pleted. Late corn is ‘still suffering from 
drouth in some localities, but in general is 
doing very well, though retarded somewhat 
by the cool nights. The larger part of the 
crop is now safe from frost. 
Pastures ha’ v improved considerably dur- 
ing the week and are reported in g con- 
dition, except in some of the central and 
southeastern counties, where they are, badly 


in need of rain. 
Fall plowing ig still, being retarded by dry 
counties, but as a rule has

weather in a tet 
progressed well, with the soil in porn 5 
condition, and seeding has commen in 
the central and southern sections. 

Cotton picking is in progress in the south- 
east. and sorghum making has commenced 
in some localities.

The weather has been quite favorable for 
farm work and for maturing the unhar- 
vested crops. Corn is ripening slowly, under 
the most favorable conditions for its nor- 
mal development. Reports from all dis- 
tricts indicate that a considerable portion 
of early planted corn is now practically safe 
from damage of frost. Probably about 60 
per cent of the whole acr e planted will 
require two or three weeks of good weather 
to reach complete maturity. Threshing is 
nearly cempleted and piowing has pro- 
gressed rapidly, with good conditions of 
soil.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 1.—The 
cruiser Cincinnati has been ordered to Con- 
stantinople. This action was taken to-day, 
and it is well understood that it is for the 
double purpose of making an imposing dis- 
play of force if President Cleveland should 
deem it necessary and to relieve the Marble- 
head when Turkish affairs resume their 
normal condition. 

Although the Navy Department has had 
this step in contemplation some time, it has 
created something of a sensation, coming 
immediately after the hasty fitting out, pf 
the miniature warship Bancroft. 

It is expected that the Minneapolis will be 
ordered from Queenstown to join the San 
Francisco, Marblelteard and Cincinnati out- 
side the Dardanelles. 

Naval officials affect to attach no especial 
significance to the order sending the Cincin- 
nati to Constantinople, as the Marblehead 

‘has been a long time in those waters and 
the period of service of a number of men on 
that station has expired and they desire to 
return to the United States. 

The fact that these vessels are to ren- 
dezvous at Smyrna and go as a fleet to the 
Dardanelles gives rise to the impressiou | 
that Minister Terrell will only await their 
‘arrival to make such demands upon the 
Turkish Government as may result in his 
immediate withdrawal from the city to take 
refuge upon warships sent to protect him.

Setzer watched “ 
his chance, and when the guard was 1l00k- 
ing in another direction jumped over e 
edge of the arry into a pool of water 
forty-five feet calow. 

Three guards who could leave the prison- 
ers immediately ran down to where the man 
was lying in the water. Guard Isaac Ham- 
ilton was the first to reach the man and

hen he nestved there it was found that 
eg skull had been fractured by his fall 
and that he was in a very serious condi- 
tion. 

He was sent to the Work-House only a 
short time ago to work out a $500 fine for 
an indecent exposure of his person. His re- 
lations made no effort to have him released 
nor to pay his fine as they considered the 
discipline good for him.

relatives. 

This the old: gentleman said was a great 
mistake and a great injustice to his parents. 

The father said that it had been his in- 
tention to confine the eye | fellow in a 
hospital for the insane, but that his means 
did not justify him putting him in a’ pri- 
vate asylum and the matter had been de- 
ferred until too late. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter secured a state- 
ment from Setszer at the City Hospital. His 
condition is critical. He has several severe 
scalp wounds and internal injuries. He is 
33 years old. Hesaid that he tried to kill 
himself because he could not endure the 
treatment he received. 

“T had a six months’ term ahead of me,”’ 
said Setzer, “and decided to kill myself 
because I could mot stand it that long. I 
had been there before on a ten-days’ sen- 
tence and had been ‘strung up’ several 
times on the pulleys and knew what was 
ahead of me. They put me in the bulipen 
last night and that decided me. I tried to 
kill myself and I’m sorry I failed if I have 
to go back shere.’’ 

Setzer talked with painful effort and was 
apparently in agony.

REMARKABLE TRANSFORMATION 
IN JAMES TYNER, A NEGRO. 


MYSTERIOUS SKIN DISEASE. 


Doctors Call It lLeucoderma, 
Little Is Known of Its Cause 
and Effect.

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw Tyner 
Monday evening. The negro was stripped 
for an inspection. His skin from his neck 
to his heels, with the exception of a few 
spots on the back and calves of his legs, 
is as fair as a woman’s. His arms are as 
perfectly white and as soft from his wrists 
up as those of any society belle. It seems 
odd that the parts of his body that are 
exposed are the last to yield to the whiten- 
ing process. His hands and face look like 
mottled castile soap. There are. alternate 
blocks of white and dark skin. His ears are 
white, and the part of his forehead shel- 
tered by his hat is as fair as his arms. 
The greater part of his face is still a 
very dark brown, but there are little 
atches here and there of white cuticle.

Two other remarkable changes have come 
over Tyner. His eyes hav® changed color 
and his hair, which a few years ago was 
kinky, is now @s straight as a white man’s. 
The white and dark blotches on his face 
and hands give Tyner an appearance that 
attracts attention everywhere he goes. Few 
who look at him when he is clothed would 
imagine that his body is that of a white 
man. Among Butler’s drivers he is known 
as “de nigger dat’s turnin’ white.” Some 
of the other darkies have become jealous 
and ‘have sought to ruffle his placid tem- 
per with derisive jeers.

Children’s Home Society of Missouri over 
the coals for not giving proper attention to 
its wards. 

In conversation with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter about the home at 1623 Olive street 
and the exposure resulting from Mrs. 
Abrams’ appeal for food and clothes, Mr. 
Holmes said: 

“T gent one of my officers to the home 
last Saturday to give notice that I desired 
to attend the next meeting of the Govern- 
ing Board.

CURIOUS CASE OF JOHN WELLS, 
CHARGED WITH LARCENY. 


BAKER ULRICH TELLS OF IT. 


The Thief a Trusted Employe of Dr. 
Taussig, With No Cause to 
Be Dishonest. 


The case of John Wells, charged by Baker 
Joseph.
